Cyclone Sweeps Down from 
Laurentians to Cause 
Heavy Damage

MONTREAL, June 24.—Sweeping 
down from the Laurentian mountains 
shortly before five o'clock Sunday 
afternoon, a storm of cyclonic Intens- 
ity crossed Montreal to dissipate itrelt 
on the south shore, In the tervifio 
blow, several lives were lost by drown- 
ing and fatalities also ensued aay 
in the afternoon as persons were 
driven to water in search of coolness. 

The climax to eight sweltering daya 
came as thunder crashed and light- 
ning crackled and rain began to fall, 
Damage was heavy, innumerable tele- 
phone and other poles were blown 
down, barns turned over, automobiles 
as on ptete and fires started 
by bolts of lightning 

Heavy Losses 

What damage was wrought in the 
Laurentians and foothills or other dis- 
tricts outside of Montres! and vicinity 
is unknown owing to disrupted com- 
munication lines, but fragmentary 
reports reaching here tend to show 
that when a final accounting is made, 
loss in property damage will run into 
large figures, 

At a summering place, Ste, Ane de 
Vaudreuil, two men lost their lives, 
when boats fell prey to the sudden 
fury of the storm, while two of their 
companions were saved, 

The greatest damage from fire ow- 
ing to lightnir was sustained at 
Sault au Recollet, where the convent 
of the Sacred Heart was burned to 
the ground with an estimated loss of 
close to $1,900,000, Four firemen were 
injured in fighting the subborn blave, 
one seriously, 

Cars Turn Over 

Highway travellers from the north, 
who managed to reach Montreal last 
night told of heavy damage between 
Lachute and St, Eustache, Automo- 
biles were seen overturned, while huge 
oak trees were uprooted and tossed 
around as if they were made of paper.

Crime is an artificial classification. 
Misconduct in all its varieties is a 
natural issue. We are all subject 
to anger and the passions of hatred 
and the desire for revenge, If ex- 
ceptionally so disposed, with poor 
resistance, yielding to such passion 
may lead to crime; but the symptom 
of mental unfitness is quite the frame 
when it does not issue in what Is 
technically a crime, 


By iar the greatest mass of all 
crimes come under the head of steal- 
ing. We all like possession and for 
various purposes, for pride of display 
for indulgence in the good things of 
life, for a feeling of success and se- 
curity, for a sense of power, A 
strong urge to acquire isn't wrong; 
it helps the business of living, But 
unless guided and restrained, it 
leads toward the downward-inclined 
path ending in crime, There are 
thousands of persons not highly seru- 
pulous, not grossly dishonest, who 
have their price, yet wo never get 
convicted or even into conflict with 
the law, yet who are ont essentially 
different from those who do, and who 
thus become criminals, The same ts 
true of sex-offenders, And malice, 
acquisition, sex, make up the court 
calendar, 


But we can't account for all crim- 
inals on the basis of mental unfit- 
ness. However, we stretch the term. 
We must recognize that crime is-more 
than a temptation; it is a career, In 
the great cities it 1s organized; there 
is an underworld a mixed product of 
defective make-tp, unfortunate train- 
ing and deliberate choice, 

Psyscnology has a voice, but by no 
means the only one in the making 
and the handling of crime. If ertme 


is a disease, a false solution of life's. 


conflicts, 14 isn't all one disease, and 
there is no one cure, Punishment 
is based on one theory of the cause 
and prevention of crime, In former 
days it was cruel, based on revenge, 
Psychologically false, Reform, inde- 
terminate sentence parole correct- 
ness of personal defects, a favorable 
environment, all follow from a re- 
vised version of the nature of erime, 
We have become more humane as 
we have become more psychological, 
through understanding that the real 
problem is the guidance of the young 
toward the wise direction of power- 
ful urges and toward the building up

WOMEN IN POLITICS 
Editor, Bulletin:-— 

At a luncheon this week of the 
Women's Canadian Club at which the 
tion, Phillipe Roy addressed the mem- 
bers, he sald he did not epprave of 
women taking part tn politics but that 
he did approve of their taking part in 
the League of Nations. 

Reing absent from Alberta for ap- 
roximately twenty years, the Hon, 
he Canadian Commissioner to France 
may be unaware that his disapproval 
is a distinctly belated one, the Women 
of Alberta being “in polities” since the 
early days of the Great War, having 
been placed there by the unanimous 
vote of all parties in the islature, 
later, they were admitted Into the 
wider field of Dominion politics, all 
parties in the Federal Parliament 
agreeing thereto. Indeed, in no in- 
stance, where the full enfranchise- 
ment of women was concerned, has 
there been any opposition shown, Yes, 
the world does grow! 

As for the League of Nations, we 
beg to point out that Geneva is a very 
long way off and that, as yet, only a 
few Canadian women - probably half 
a dozen — have been sent to the an- 
nual conferences, none of these being 
from Alberta. It might be well to 
mention though, that the women of 
Alberta have always been interested 
in the cause of Peace and had work- 
ing organizations in Alberta even be- 
fore the League of Nations was or- 
ganized 

At anyrate, while gratified because 


‘of the half dozen or more women from 


Canada who served a few weeks on 
these committees at Geneva, the mat- 
ter is not of any marked interest to 
women generally, Whereas it is of the 
most vital and inereasing importance 
that women should be “in politics” 
every day and in everyway. Unless 
they are interested in politics, execu. 
tives and legislatures, their interest in 
the League of Nations doesn't amount 
to a single straw in weight. Surely 
the Hon, the Canadian Conunisstoner
